to break jail, he prepured himaell mnrsl-miiy.
Stationiog Mr. Cribbin, who s boardiug at the
jnil, ne patrolmun ontside, Mr, Sumuel Bent,
acting Turnkey, upon the wall near s privy,
where be could command the north side ol the
building, soda Mr. Robb himsell ook a Lmil’mn
direetly beneath the “condemned room,” which
is in the northwest corner, and the same occu:

ied by Lea Btout, This room was occupled by
tichard Hayes, & young man from Corning,
committend at Cornmg, March 30, for trial at the
present term of the United Swtes Court, on an
mdictment tor passiog counterfeit $20 green.
backs, Bolomon Snyder, detalned ag a United
States witness, Wilham Urowley, the boy com:
mitted for trial on o chiarge of mahwa{ robbery,
robbing voung Campbell of a watch in Cale-
donia Sqoure, and Theodors Neweomb, sor
rendered by s bail on an indletment for shoot-
ing Ann Muck,

At 11 o'clock a rope—the ldentical hangman's
rope—was thrown from the grated window on
the north stde, directly over where Robb was
witching, and immediately aiter (it is supposced
belore Robb could feach out and pull the fope
in) u mun shd down. Itobb saia, “Go back,” st
which the prisoner swuug cleur of the sill at
which the javor was standing, and Bent, who
had a doable-burrelled fowling-pieee, nd down
his wenpon, us he snys, with the wtentioa of
selzing the man when he cume down, but upom
looking np, e saw another persou on the rope,
and, not wishing to ftake his chunees with two
men, he fired. At that instant Robb graspal the
lower man by the ankles nod drugeed him tnto
the room, ealling for Beut to come ap directly,
not thinking that he was Int. The other per<on,
wnich proved subseguently to be Crowley,
erawled back, The urst one was Hayes, aod
when he was handed in it was dscovered *hat
the contents of the gun (heuvy duck shol) had
plerced his back,

As “oon as this became known, Dr. Walter M,
Fleming was sent lor, and upon exsminstion ol
the wounds declared the mao past nelp. He
died near 1 o'¢lock, two hours and four minutes
after he was shot, The shot penctrated the
Iunge, and with every breath the blood and air
wius expelled from his wounds,

Huyes conversed frealy before his death, say-
ing that he should not have attempted to escape;
that he bad been well trented while m contine-
ment, and expreseing a wish to see his mother,
This he reiterated several times. His father,
Bobert 8, Hayes, ol Corning, was telezraphea
for, und is expested herve to«day, Coroncr Treat

Hayes wns prrested by Deputy United States
Mar<shal Van Etten, of Dath, Steaben couanty,

der, poigoning & solhier to obtin his wioney,
besides other offenses.  His parents bear a re-
spectable name, and are i woderate clrenm-
BLONCCE,

The prisoners who have been confined in jail
for the puel few months are of the shrewdest
kind, and, as we have betore stated, Jallor Robb
has trustrated two separate aitempts at escape,
The preeent exit was made after sawing four of
the bars which formed the grating, three of
them being completely severed, and the fonrth
partinlly so, and then pried up Irom the inside,
with a heavy iron bar, proeured from another
part of the ﬁnl in gome mexphcable manner,

The rope was procured by the boy Crowley,
who was put thiough u small hole in the Hang-
mun’s Room, and removed it from where 1t hung
on the wall. During the daytime the prisoners
had access to the hall, nnd must have learned
that the rope was there winude the jall was beme
whitewnebed, o lew dave since. Hayes and
Snyder occupled this room belore Mr. Robb
became jnilor, There iz hardly & grating in the
whole jail that doeg not besr the marks of the
suw or file in the hands of the ingenious pri-
soners. and the wonder is that toey have not
bt‘l.'ll. maore Ft“_!('.l.‘ﬁ:-lllL

The jailor has econtined Crowley in the dun-
weon, on browd and water, where his Jack Snep-
pard propensities will nod have mucoh venot,

That an oflicer is justified in snooting & pri-
#oner who ditempts o escupe there is no dount,
and ns Bent gave Huaves warming, and as he
persisted in sliding down the rope, he clals
that he could do nothivg but shoot, knowing
that there were three other priconers above who
could be upon him in cote he pru{-p!ctl with
Haves., He also eays that he fired at Hayes'
lmbs, intending to eripple him: but us he fired
the prisoner u.hg-pf‘{l down the rope, recelving
the charge in his back., If there 158 any foult,
It I8 in not securing possession of the rope be-
fore it was used.— Roolester (AN, Y.) Eraminer,
yesterday.
